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PREFACE. 

The present volume (1838-69) completes the index to the Land Revenue 
Records in the custody of the Imperial Record Department. 

The main features of this index have been fully explained in the preface 
to the first volume. A few words seem, however, necessary to explain the 
arrangement of the additional information available in tMs volume under 
different headings. 

The entries have ordinarily been made in chronological order under the 
general headings but it has not been possible to follow this rule without any 
variation as it was found necessary to maintain continuity of the topics and 
to bring analogous subjects together. Subjects of purely local interest have, 
in general, been noticed under the place names, but those of exceptional im- 
portance or special interest have been noticed under suitable independent 
headings as well. Of the papers dealing with any particular subject, those 
of a more important character have been indicated by references in heavy 
type. 

Cross-references have been extensively made to direct the reader from one 
heading to others of a similar character. 

When a heading is overburdened with too many entries, they have been 
split into different groups according to the province of their origin, e.gr., Bengal, 
Bombay, Madras, etc. 

The years mentioned after the names of officers to whom reference has 
been made from their designations do not necessarily indicate the entire terms 
of their office but merely show that the officers referred to actually held those 
particular posts in the year or years specified in the index. 

As in the 1st volume, a glossary" of revenue and other oriental terms found 
in the documents is printed separately after the Index.

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' PREFACE TO THE FIRST VOLUME. 

In -1923 the Indian Historical Records Commission recommended to the'T 
Government of ^jidia that the pre-mutiny records in the custody of the Imperial '■ 
Record Dept should he careiMy classified according to the relative import- • 
ance of their subject matter. The Government of India went farther and 
decided to have the more important records properly indexed. It was, however, -- 
soon discovered that indexing demanded more time, more labour and greater 
technical equipment on the part of the staff engaged and the indexing work 
was, therefore, temporarily abandoned in order to expedite the comparatively 
easier work of classification which was satisfactorily completed in February'" 
1940. The question of compiling an exhaustive index is now under the con- ' 
sideration of the Government, but as it is not possible to frame a comprehensive 
scheme without the requisite data it was decided to prepare, at the first instance^ 
the ii\dex of a small series, viz., the Land Revenue Records, on lines approved 
by the Indian Historical Records Commission at the meeting held on the 14th 
December, 1939. The earliest revenue records of the East India Company are 
no longer in the keeping of the Government of India. They were transferred 
to the Government of Bengal when that Government was constituted as a sepa- 
rate provincial administration on 14th 'November, 1834 according to the pro- 
visions of the Charter Act of 1833. The present series, therefore, dates, with 
the exception of a few miscellaneous documents of 1830 and the following years, 
from June 1834. The present volume supplies a consolidated index to the 
documents of the first eight years, i.e., 1830-37. 

2. The records, now indexed for the first time, do not lack either in general 
interest or historical importance. They cover a variety of subjects including 
cultivation of silk, cotton and tea, coal, copper and lead mines, artificial irri- , 
gation, the future of the once important oflBce of Qamingos, assessment of cotton 
growing lands in the Bombay Presidency, the defects of the revenue survey then 
prevailing, resumption of inam lands and the legal status of the European 
landholders in India. Among the distinguished personages whose views are 
embodied in these papers were Lord William Bentinck, Sir Charles Metcalfe, 
Lord Auckland, Wilham Blunt, Alexander Ross, Henry Shakespear, Col. 
William Morison, Major Irvine and Captain Herbert. 

3. A few words may be added here about the method of transliteration, 
abbreviation and references adopted in this index by way of explanation. In 
transliterating Indian place names the Imperial Gazetteer of India and the 
Provincial Gazetteers have been in most cases followed. But in certain cases 
when the particular place names were not available in any Gazetteers, the 
spelling adopted in the Century Atlas has been accepted. Oriental words 
have been transliterated more or less after Wilson’s Glossary of Judicial and 
Bevenue Terms and Whitworth’s Anglo- Indian Dictionary and have been print- 
ed in italics. The references are to the date and number of the progs, e.g., 
16-10-35 (10) stands for Consultation 15th October 1835, No. 10. Besides these 
references attempts have been made to indicate the condition and distinguishing 
features of the paper whenever necessary by means of letters of alphabet within 
round brackets, thus —

AHIR. This name, which is a BUndi 
form of Abhir, belongs to a very 
large pastoral tribe found in many 
different parts of India ; at the 
begimiing of the Christian era the 
Ahi7-s were the ruling tribe in Nepal, 
and Asirgarh in the Deccan is named 
after one Asa, an Ahir ; they are 
now most numerous in the United 
Provinces, but are found also 
under the same name in Kathiawar 
and IGiandesh, while it is probable 
that the Goalas are only a sub- 
division of the tribe. Some Abirs 
have been converted to Islam. 

AIMA (P.). Land granted by the 
Mughal Government, either free of 
rent or subject to a small quit rent to 
learned and rehgious persons of the 
Muhammadan faith, or for religious 
and charitable uses. 


AIN BAQI (Ar. ain, special, net 
principal, actual, and baqi, balance)

ALTAMGHA (Turkish al, red, and 
iamgha, a stamp or impression). A 
grant under the ro3*al seal confer- 
ring a title to rent free land in per- 
petuity, hereditarj’^ and transferable. 
Such grants made b}’^ former rulers 
of the country are usuaUj*^ recognised 
by the British Government. 

AMALA (Ar. plu. of amil). Clerks of a 
judicial or revenue court. 

AMALDAR, AMILDAR (Ar. amah 
work, practice, and P. dar, holder* 
from dashtan, to hold). An officer* 
a manager, an agent. A collector of 
revenues. 

AMALI (P. from Ai*. amal, work* 
practice). Payment of the revenue 
by a division of the crop or in kind ; 
applied also to a village where the 
revenue is paid in kind ; anything 
related to or connected vfith, manage- 
ments, collections, and the like. 

AMANATDAR (Ar. amanat, a trust, 
deposit, and P. dar, holder, from 
dashtan, to hold). A holder of a 
deposit or charge, a trustee, a 
guardian. 

AMANI (P. from Ar. awwi, security 
safety). A system of land revenue 
under which the Government share 
of the produce is taken in kind. 
The term is also applied to the direct 
management of a village by Gov- 
ernment officers Avithout the inter- 
vention of a zamhidar. 

AMBADI (Mar.). A plant, the Hybiscm 
cannabmiis, called also Bombay 
hemp. Oil is extracted from the 
seed, and ropes are made of the 
fibre, and the leaves are edible. 
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.AMIL (Ar.). A high revenue officer 
under the Muhammadan Govern- 
ment. 

AMIN. (At.). Trustee; an officer em- 
ployed in the revenue department to 
take charge of an estate and collect 
the revenues on account of Govern- 
ment. Also an arbitrator, a sur- 
veyor ; a special officer to investi- 
gate a report on a subject or dis- 
pute. 

■AlMDSt (Ar. from amr, to command). 
A commander, a nobleman, a 
Muhammadan of high rank. Amir 
used to be the hereditary title of the 
rulers of Afghanistan, and was also 
that of the chieftains of Sind. 

ANADI KARAMBIT (Tel.). A piece of 
.ground that has never been culti- 
vated. 

ANCHANA (Tel. from Skt ansana, 
dividing, apportioning). An esti- 
mate or appraisement of the probable 
a-mount and value of the crops on a 
ffield. ANCHANADAR. An Officer 

. employed to survey the standing 
"Crops and estimate their probable 
value ; an appraiser. 

ABABA-KAMOSI (P. araba, cart, and 
Mar. ramosi, the name of a criminal 
tribe the members of which are some- 
times employed as village watchmen). 
A kind of tax levied on carts in Sho- 
iapur District for maintenance of 
village watchmen. 

ARAZI (At. pi. of arz, land, estate). 
Apphed specially to detached por- 
tions of land which are either rent 
free or have been recovered from the 
retrocession of rivers.

ASHRAP (Ar. sharf, excelling in glory) • 
Noblemen ; persons of raiffi. 

ASHDRKHANA (from Ar. ashr, ten> 
and P. hlianah, house, place). A 
place where mourners assemble on 
the 10th day of MuJiarravi. 

ASHWIN (Skt ashvina). Name of a 
Hindu month, in which the moon is 
near the consfcellation Ashvini, cor- 
responding with Sep. -Oct. 

ASSAR, see ASHADH. 

AUSm, see ASHWIN. 

AUTBANDI (Mar. mit, a plough, and 
bandi, settlement, arrangement, from 
P. bastan, to bind). Assessment of 
land revenue according to the num- 
ber of ploughs used. 

AYAKATTU (Tam.). Regulation, 
settlement, jkeasurement of lands, 
determining the boundaries of a 
village. An account of the total 
land belonging to a village, includ- 
ing houses, wells, particulars of its 
distribution and condition, to be 
kept by the village accountants. 

AYAMERA (Karn.). Portions of the 
crop assigned at harvest time to the 
village servants and officers.

BACH (H.). The proportionate rate 
or division either of land or liabilities 
attached to them.

Stipend given 
in money or kind to public or private 
servants. 

BADSHAHI (P. badsJiah, king). Royal ;

A term in- 
serted in a grant which is made to 
the grantee and his posterity.

BAGH (P.). A garden, an orchard, a 
plantation.

BAGHAYAT LAND (P. hagh, garden). 
Artificially irrigated land ordinarily 
producmg more profitable crops and 
assessed at a high rate.

BA JR A (H.). A heavy spoon-shajied 
boat formerty much used for river 
travelling in Bengal. 

BALUTI (Mar.). Portion of the crop 
assigned to the hahita or village

An officer or servant 
receiving a share of hahUi. 

BAND (P.). Embankment. 

BANDHARA (Mar.). A bank, a dyke. 

BANDHU (Skt bandh, to bind). Rela- 1 
tion. The term also implies relation- i 
ship for recognition of rights of 
inheritance. (Brother in Marathi.). 

BANDI (Tam. wandi). A two-wheeled 
chaise ; a cart. 

BAKD-O-BAST (P. bastan, to bind, to 
tie). Agreement, an-angement ; 
settlement of revenue to be jDaid by 
zamindar, renter, or farmer to the 
Government or by the tenant to 
zamindar. 

BANIA, BANIAN, BANYA (Skt banih) 
Trader, merchant, banker. 

BANKAR (Beng. from Skt vana, a 
forest, and Zrar revenue). Forest 
produce, such as timber, brush- 
wood, gum, honey ; also' the pri- 
vilege of cutting wood, hunting and 
fi.shing. 

BAQAYA TAUZIH (Ar. hagi, aixear* 
balance, tauzih, account of collection). 
A return showing arrears of revenue 
of previous years. 


BAQR-ID (Ar.). A festival observed' 
by Muhammadans on the tenth dajr 
of the month of Zul-hijjah. 

BARANI (Hindustani from P. baran,. 
rain). A term applied to land which, 
is watered by rain, not by irriga- 
tion. 

BAR-GUJAR. The name of a class- 
in the United Provinces, chiefly 
engaged in agriculture, though, 
formerly notorious for their martial 
and predatory character. They pro- 
fess to descend fi:om Rajput fathers- 
by women of inferior castes. 

BARI. A term apj)lied to village lands- 
in Assam. 

BARIZ (Ar.). An account ; total 
amount of revenue assessment. 

BARQANDAZ (Ar. ftarg', lightning, and. 
P. andaz, one who casts). Match - 
lockman, but commonly applied tO' 
an Indian armed with a sword and a- 
shield, who acts as door-keeper, 
guard, etc. 

BATAI (H.). Division of the crop 
between the cultivator and the land- 
lord, or the Government in that- 
caj)acity. 

BATTA, sec BHATTA. 

BATWARA (H. from Skt -ivat, to 
divide). The dhision of an estato 
among the co-owiiers so that each 
receives a separate portion, of which 
the revenue is separately assessed. 

BAUBTE, see BABATI. 

BAZE ZAMIN DAFTAR (Ax. baze^ 
miscellaneous, some, P. zamin, land, 
and daftar, office). Before the per- 
manent settlement, an office in 
Bengal for the investigation and 
registiy of miscellaneous rent-free- 
tenures. 

BE-CHIRAGH (P. be, without, and 
cliiragh, lamp). Uninhabited, deso- 
late, deserted (as a village).

The quantity of grain to be made 
over to the State was determined 
by apphaisement while the crops 
were standing. 

BHAGDAEI (Skt hJmga, a share, and 
P. dar, holder, from dashtan, to 
hold). A system of land tenure 
according to which lands are divided 
into certain large divisions called 
bJiags. The bJmgdars are collectively 
responsible for all demands of public 
revenue which is assigned to their 
division or bhag. 

BSAIBA2W (H. bTiai, brother, and 
band, to tie). One closely associated 
with another either by blood or by 
friendship and community of in- 
terest. 

BHAIYACHARA, BHAIYACHAEI 

(H.). Lands, or villages, or certain 
rights held in common property, by 
a number of famihes forming a 
brotherhood. In ail such fraterni- 
ties the Government revenue is 
mostly paid through one of the 
number representing the whole. 

BHATTA (Karn.). Rice in the husk, 
paddy. 

BBATTAVRITTI (Skt bhatta, a learned 
Brahman, and vritti, maintenance). 
An assignment of revenue or lands 
granted to Brahmans at a low rent, 
or rent free subsistence. 

BHISHTI (Hind, from P. bihisht, para- 
dise). A water carrier. 

BHOG, BHOGA (Skt), Food offered 
to an idol. 

BHOOE, see BHUR. 

BHUGWUTAEE, aee BHAGBATAI. 


BHUMIA (from Skt bhu or bhumi>- 
earth, land, ground, soil). Holder- 
of a bhum tenure. The allodial pro- 
prietor as distinguished from the 
feudal chiefs and the tenant of 
crown lands. This tenure is peculiar 
to Rajputana and became in course - 
of time a revenue-free title cherished . 
even by the greatest chiefs. 

BHUR (H.). An unproductive soil 
consisting for the most part of 
seven-tenth of sand and the rest of 
clay. 

J BHYACHARAH, see BHAIYACHARA. 

BIGHA (H.). A measure of land, 
varying in extent in different parts 
of India. BIGHATI. According to • 
bigJias. 

BIGHA -DAM (H.). Settlement of the 
revenue at a certain rate per bigba, 
especially in villages in which the 
lands are apportioned in bighas and 
the assessment proportionately rated. 

BIGHAWANI (Mar.). Assessment of 
villages at a stipulated rate per 
bigha. Reduction into bigJms of 
measurements by a different stan- 
dard. 

BISSOI (Uriya), The chief of a dis-- 
trict in Orissa, collecting the govern- 
ment revenue and exercising police 
and judicial authority. 

BISWA (H. bis, twenty). A twen- 
tieth, but applied especially to the 
20th part of a bigha. BISWADAR. 
The holder of a share or shares in a 
coparcenary village. BISWADARI. 
Proprietary temue in biswas ; also 
the tenure of independent village 
communities under a superior taluq- 
dar. 

BRAB (Derived from Portuguese 
“ brava ”, wild palm). Palmyra 
tree. The term is unknown in 
Bengal, where the tree is called 
“ fan-pahn ”, “ palmyra ” or by the 
H. name tal or tar. The chief 
profit from it is the toddy. 
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3RAHMADAYA (Skt brahman, a Brah- 
man, and adaya, Avhat is received). 
Any grant or j)erquisito appro- 
priated to Brahmans, In the Car- 
natic a twentieth of the govermnent 
revenue was forznerly considered as 
payable to the Brahmans for religious 
purposes. 

■JBRAHMINI-BULL. A hull devoted to 
Shiva and let loose, generally found 
frequenting Hindu bazar. Term 
generally used to denote the humped 
Indian ox as a species. 

BBAHMOTTARA (Skt brahma, a Brah- 
man, and iiitara, what comes after 
or belongs to). Land granted rent- 
free to Brahmans for their support. 

31JDKI (Mar.). A well sunk for irriga- 
tion at the edge of a river or water- 
course. 

-BUJHARAT (H.). An audit or adjust- 
ment of accounts ; a rendering of 
accounts between one landlord and 
his co-sharers,

CHAK-BANDI (Skt chakra, a circle or 
district, and bandi, from P*. basian, 
to bind). The limits or boundaries 
of a detached piece of land, an estate, 
or cliak. The limits of a police or 
revenue jurisdiction. 
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CHAKDAR (Skt clialcra, a circle, a 
district, and P. dar, holder, from 
daslitan, to hold). A person who is 
a proprietor in a maJial and who 
owns a certain area wliich is all his 
own and he has no right outside it. 


CHAUTH (Skt chalurtha, foirrth). An- 
assessment equal to one-fourth of the - 
actual government collections de- 
manded by the Marathas from other- 
Princes, as the price of forbearing to- 
ravage their countries. 


CHAKLA (H.). A large division of a 
country comprehending a number of 
parganas. 

CHAKNAMA (Skt chakra, a circle, a 
district, and P. namali, register, 
document). A register of the extent 
and boundaries of a detached or 
separate piece of land or of a separate 
village. A grant authorising indi- 
"viduals to hold alienated lands, and 
speci^dng their limits. 

CHAKRAMU (Tel.). An ancient coin 
current formerly in the South of 
India equal to ^th of a pagoda. 

CHALAN (H. from Skt dial, to go). 

A document sent mth any article 
and recorded as a voucher of the 
sum received ; an invoice ; a pass- 
•port. 

GHALI (j\Iar.). Land that hears the 
highest rate of assessment, cultivated 
bj’’ permanent inhabitants of the 
village agreeablj’’ to allotment, by 
which each cultivator has a fixed 
proportion of the lands of highest, 

. medium and lowest assessment, 

CHAR, CHUR (H.). A sand-bank or 
island in a river. 

CHARAI-MAHAL (H. churai, grazing, 
Ar. mahal, a portion of land). 
Pasture lands ; fields appropriated 
to the grazing of cattle. 

. CHARH (H.). Rise, increase ; fig- 
augmentation of revenue or rent. 

CHATHRAM, see CHOULTRY. 
CHAUDHRI (H.). Holder of landed 
property ; head-man of a village or 
of a communit}’- ; also head-man of 
a guild, profession or trade. 


CHELA (H. from Skt dieta, a servant)..

CHERA (Mai.). Soft or wet soil, mud>- 
mire, soil in general, or such as is fit- 
for rice cultivation. 

CHETRAM (Skt Icshetram). Land, a 
field ; a sacred spot, a place of pil- 
grimage. In Malayalam, a temple,

and chiithi, letter). A deed of remis- 
sion of rent or revenue granted by-

CHBATTISA NIYOGA (H. chhattis, 
thirty-six, and Skt niyoga, appoint- 
ment, occupation). One of the 36 
classes of the servants of the Idol of ' 
Jagannath at Puri, whose duty it is 
to guard the seven minor doors of' 
the temple. 

CHXLLAR (Karn.). Trifling, petty, 
sundry ; and odd sum of money, a ■ 
small grant or allowance. 

CHITNAVIS (Mar. from H. cMUhi, note,, 
letter, and P. navis, writer, from navi- 
shian, to write) . Under the Maratha 
Government an Under Secretary of' 
State who wrote and answered dis- 
patches ; any clerk or registrar. 

CHITTHA (H.). A rough note or- 
account ; account of lands in a 
village divided numerically into- 
shares, showing quantity of land in 
each share and name of cultivator. 


CHAUKIDAR (H.). Watchman. 

CHAUMASA (H. from Skt diatur> 
four, and masa, month). A period 
of four months, but especially the 
rainy season, consisting of the two 
rihts, varsha and sharat. 


CHOBDAR (P. chob, stick, staff, and' 
dar, holder, from dashtan, to hold). 
An attendant who carries a silver - 
stick or mace before a chief or 
officer of rank, as an ensign of autho- 
rity. .

A record-keeper ; but in the 
Bombay Presidency, a member of 
the collector’s establishment, and 
the liighest in rank of those actually 
serving in the collector’s office, his 
function is to advise on revenue 
questions. 

JDAKHIL, DAKHILA (Ai’. dalchl, enter- 
ing, intrusion). Entrance ; taking 
possession ; entry of an item in a 
a deed or register ; a receipt for 
money ; annexation of lands, inclu- 
sion of a minor in major parcel of 
land. 


DAKHLNAMA (Ai’. dalchl, entering, in- 
trusion, and P. narmh, a deed, a 
document). A document giving the 
right of occupancy ; a Awit or 
Avarrant of entrance or possession. 

BAND A (Skt). Punisliment either cor- 
XJoral or pecuniary ; exaction of a 
certain share of revenue from istiin- 
rardars or taluqdars in Ajmer Dis- 
trict. 

DANG (Mar.). A tract of hilly and 
jungly country. DANGI. A forester. 
A tribe of Rajputs inhabiting the 
Avoody districts of Eastern MalAva. 

DANPATRA. (Skt dan, gift, and patra> 
letter, deed). A deed of gift, a 
grant, an assignment of land. 

DARAKDAR (Mar.). A hereditary 
public officer or functionary. The 
term aa'rs applied under the Maratha 
Government, especially to eight 
offices, viz., 1. The Karbari, Miikh- 
tiyar, or Diwan, the chief financial 
minister. 2. auditor and 

accountant, 3. Pharnavis, his 
dej)uty. 4. Sabnis or Dafiardar, 
clerk. 5. Karkanis, Commissary. 
6. Chitnis, Secretary. 7. Jamadar, 
an officer in charge of all valuables, 
excej^t cash. 8. Potnis, cashier. 
The term aa'US also applied to aU the 
Karkuns, or officers of account, Avho 
AA'ere jiaid by fees from the AuUagers, 
in addition to their salaries, but Avho 
AA'ere ai^pointed and remoA’-ed only 
by the supreme government, not by 
the distrffit officers. 

DARBAR-KHARCH (P. darbar, a 
court, and kharch, expenditm’e). 
Political and diplomatic expendi- 
ture, court charges, charge for pre- 
sents and gratuities made to princes 
and public functionaries, bribes, etc. 
In many places under the old regime, 
an addition made to the assessment 
by government officers or zamindars, 
on the plea of providing for gratuities 
exacted by their superiors or the 
state on their payment of the 
reA'enue, 
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DARGAH (P.)- A royal coi^t. In 
India it is more nsually applied to a 
Muhammadan shrine or the tomb ot 
some reputed hoty person. 

DARKHWAST (P.) . Petition, request, 
application, appeal. 

J)AROGHA (P.). A manager, a super- 
tintendent, an overseer ; particularly 
the head of a custom or excise 
station. 

:DARSAL, sec SAL-DAR-SAL. 

DARVESH (P.). A Muhammadan 
mendicant, a fakir. 

:DASABHANDAMU-INAM (Tel. from 
Skt dasha-bhagam, tenth-part, tithe, 
and At. inam, gift). A deduction 
<of one-tenth of the revenue, on 
;account of compensation for some 
public work, as the construction of 
-a tanli, etc. Also land held at a 
.reduced rent. Later on lands were 
granted rent-free as well. 

UASTAK (P.). A passport, a permit. 
In the early days of the British 
'Government, a document authoris- 
ing the free transit of certain goods, 
■and their exemption from custom 
•dues, in favour of English traders. 
In later times, it applies more 
•generally to a summons, a writ, or 
warrant, especially to a process 
•served on a revenue defaulter, to 
■uompel him to pay any balance that 
may be due. 

•DASTIBAD (Mar.). A land tenure 
exempt from taxation. 

DASTUR (P.). Custom, usage] a 
customary fee ; a commission or 
percentage on the collections allowed 
’by the Muhammadan government to 
the zamindars. 

.DASTUR-TrL-.AMAL (P. dastur, rule, 
regulation, and Ar. amal, practice). 
The orders and rules of government. 
A code of instructions for the use 
of native revenue officers, under 
the Muhammadan Government. 


DAUL, DOUL (H.). A statement of 
the particulars of the gross revenue 
levied from an estate or district. 

DAYA (Skt gift, inheritance, from da, 
to give). In Hindu law, inheritance, 
which may be of two kinds, Aprati 
bandJia, e.g., wealth of father and 
grand-father which becomes pro- 
perty of his sons and grand-sons, and 
Sapratibandha, e.g., property de 
volving upon parents, brothers and 
the rest on the demise of the owner 
without male issue. 

DEBUTTUR, DEOTHER, see DEVOT- 
TARA. 

DEEA, see DAYA.

DEORHA (H.), One-and-a-half ; used 
to express interest in kind on grain 
at the rate of 50 per cent.

Ruling cliief of a country ; the 
superintendent of a pargana ; 
the principal revenue officer of a 
district, under the native Govern- 
ment. The office was hereditary 
and frequently recompensed”^ by 
grants of land, so that the Desai 
often became a petty chief in south 
India. 

DESHI (H. from Skt desha, country). 
Belonging to, born or produced in a 
country, native product ; also a 
native of a country. 

DESMUKH, DESHMUKH (Mar. from 
Skt desM, region, place, district and 
mulchija, chief). A district revenue 
officer who is expected to superin- 
tend the cultivation and report on 
the state of crops, to assist in the 
settlement of the annual revenue, and 
to give general aid to the collector in 
the discharge of revenue duties. 

DESPANDE, DESHPANDE (Mar. from 
Skt desha, region, place, district, and 
pande, a title of Brahmans). A 
hereditary revenue accountant of a 
district, under Maratha government. 
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DEVADAYA (Skt deva, a god, and 
day a, a gift). Lands or allowances 
for the support of a temple. 

DEVALA PARICHHA (Skt devalaya, 
temple, and Uriya paricJdia, inspec- 
tor). One of the three officers, 
managing the temple of Jagannath, 
under the Raja of Ivhurda, but 
appointed formerly by the Collector. 

DEVASTHANA (Skt^det-a, a god, and 
sitea, place). A'teraple ; revenue 
applied to the support of a temple. 

DEVOTTARA (Skt dcva, a god and 
uttaru, belonging to). A religious 
endorraient ; land granted rent-free 
for the sujDport of a temple. 

DHAKEELAH, see DAKHILA. 

DHALAIT (H. Probablj' from dhol, a 
shield). An armed attendant or 
peon. 

DHANGARS (H.). A tribe of people 
inliabiting the hill country in Ram- 
garh and Chota-Nagpur : some of 
them come periodically into plains 
for employment and are engaged as 
labourers and scavengers ; in Mara- 
thi, shepherds. 

DHARA (Mar.) . Settled assessment on 
fields, etc. 

DHARE-KARI, (Mar.). A tenant 
who pays a fixed rate of assess- 
ment. The pei-manent occupant 
of a farm, one who cannot be 
dispossessed as long as ho pays Ins 
revenue, and who may abandon his 
farm for a time 'ndthout losing the 
right of resumption on paying a 
compensation to the temporary culti- 
vator. 

DBEARMADANA (Skt dJiarma, religion, 
and dana, charity) . An endowment ; 
grant of food for religious or charit- 
able pmposes. 

DHARMADAYA (Skt dhartna, religion, 
and da, to give) . Property set apart 
for dharma ; a charitable allowance. 


DHARMA-PATRA (Skt dharma, reli- 
gion, and patra, a document, a deed)- 
A deed of gift or endowment for- 
religious or pious purposes. 

DHARMARTHA (Skt dharma, religion,, 
and artha, purpose). Lands granted 
for religious purposes. 

DHEE, see DIH. 

DECENP (Mar.). A piece of ground 
assessed in the lump, or according tO' 
the quantity of grain it is estimated, 
to yield, without reference to its- 
area. 

DHEREE, see DEORHA.

A 
detailed statement of the villages 
in anj’ particular district or estate, 
and of the revenue assessed on each ; 
such statements were to have been 
prepared by the qanumjos at the 
time of the decennial settlement and 
deposited in the Collector’s office ; 
also the rate at which a raiyat holds • 
his lands. 

DIPDAI'J (Skt dipa, a lamp, and dan, 
offering). The olTering of a lamp to 
an idol ; setting a lamp afloat on a 
river and watching whether it passes- 
lighted out of sight, which is a 
favourable omen, or is extinguished,, 
which is unfavourable. 
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DISPONDIAH, see DESPANDE. 

DOOMALA, see DUMALA. 

DOWL, see DAUL. 

DEONA (Skt). A land measure equi- 
valent to 6,335 acres. In Chittagong 
and Sylhet it is equal to 16 kanis.

DUMALA (Mar.). A term applied to a 
village or lands temporarily alienated. 
Also a town or land that has two 
proprietors.

A small silver coin 
formerly cmrent at Madras ; 12| 
are equal to one rupee. 

FAEMAISH (P.). An order, a com- 
mand, a direction ; requisition on a 
village for small articles of consump- 
tion, as grass, firewood etc., formerly 
levied for the use of the district 
oflScers. , | 


FAEMAN (P.). Imperial or^er ' or 
grant. 

FAREASH (Ar. farsh, carpet.) A 
servant whose duty it is to spread 
the carpets ; the chamberlain in the 
palaces of kings and great men ; 
an officer who superintends the 
pitching of tents ; a footman ; a 
butler. 

FASLI (At. from fasl, harvest). Be- 
longing to the harvest. The harvest 
era, introduced by Akbar, To con- 
vert it into the Christian year, an 
addition of 690 years is made 
i.e., 1239 fasli is equivalent to A. D. 
1239+690=1829. 

FATIHA (Ar. fath, opening). Who or 
what opens ; a beginning ; com- 
mencement ; the first chapter in the 
Quran ; it is read for dying persons, 
whence the word has come to mean 
prayers offered up for a deceased 
person. 

FATWAH (Ar.). A judgment, usually 
written opinion of the Muhammadan 
law officer of a court. 

FAUJ KHAECH (Ar. fauj, army, and 
P. kJiarch, expense) A tax levied 
on account of the expenses of main- 
taining troops for protection of 
villages. 

FAUJDAE (P. from Ar. fauj, army, 
and P. dar, holder, from dashtan, 
to hold). An officer under Mussul- 
man rule who was invested with 
the charge of the police and juris- 
diction in all criminal matters. 
He held charge of a pargana also. 
FAUJDAEI. Office of a faujdar ; 
criminal as opposed to diwani or 
civil. FAUJDAEI ADALAT. A cri- 
minal court. Under the Muham- 
madan government this was the 
title of a district criminal court, 
subordinate to the central one called 
the Nizamat Adalat ; and this use 
of the term was retained in Bengal, 
while ill the other presidencies the 
name Faujdar'. Adalat was given 
to the highest criminal court. 
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PORARAND PERTENGAS (Port, foras, 
yf ithout, per teiicas, dependencies). A 
term applied in Bombay to waste 
land adjacent to cultivated. land and 
• granted to the cultivatiors of the 
latter at a quit rent.

GHALLA MANDAVI (P. ghalla, grain, 
corn, and Mar. TnoTuZaai, a warehouse 
of port-towns for imports and ex- 
ports). A warehouse for keeping grain 


GHARENIA (Guj.). Lands held in 
mortgage or pledge. Lands alienated 
on mortgage by village communities,

In Khandesh a village 
officer who is employed to fiU the 
trough or cistern from which the 
village cattle drink and has waste 
lands granted to him for his support. 

HAL-TAUZIH (Ar. hal, present, cur- 
rent, and iauzih, statement, account 
of collections). An account of re- 
venue collections for the current 
period. 

HAQ (Ar.). Right ; perquisite or 
grant claimable under established 
usage by officers of Government or 
village officers. HAQDAR. Holder 
of a right or a claimant. HAQDARI. 
Percentage on Government revenue 
granted to village or district here- 
ditary officers for service rendered 
by them. 

HARIA (Guj.). Land granted to re- 
lations of persons killed in guarding 
the villages. 

HARKARA (P. har, every, and kar, 
work). A messenger, courier, emis- 
sary, spy. 

HASHV-MINHAI (Ar. hasTiv, excess, 
and minha, deduction). Deductions 
from the total revenue entered on the 
credit side of the account with 
government. The term is therefore 
applied to rent-free and other assign- 
ed lands, also to rent-free lands 
exempted from resumption. 

HAST-O-BUD (P. hast, that is, and 
bud, that was). A comparative ac- 
count showing the past and present 
produce of an estate ; a detailed 
statement of any land yielding re- 
venue. 
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HAT (H. from Skfc hatta, market, fair). 
A fair, a market ; especially the 
regular market held on a fixed 
day of the week, or in a particular 
town or village twice a week, 

HATH (H. from Skt Imsia, a hand). 
A cubit measured from the elbow 
to the tip of the middle finger ; 
a foot and a half. 

HAUT, see HAT. 

HAVHDAR, HAWALDAR (Ar. hawa- 
lah, charge, and P. dew, holder, from 
dashtan, to hold). Any one holding 
a charge or trust ; a steward. In 
the native army (infantr}’’) the liawal- 
dar is a non-commissioned officer 
ranliing between the jameuJar and 
naik and corresponding with ser- 
geant ; in the police, he is a third- 
class head-constable ; the head of a 
small body of peons is sometimes 
called by this name ; there is also a 
village officer called hawaldar, who 
assists the palel both in police and 
revenue matters.

EALAL (JMar. from Skt ImlyapaJa,. 
a distiller). A distiller or vendor 
of spirituous liquors.

ELALINGAL (Tam.). An outlet or 
sluice for carrying off the surplus 
water of a reseivoir; also a stone 
fencing or embankment for keeping 
the water of a reservoir at a uniform 
level.

An armed 
peon, a militia soldier, doing civil 
duties as well as serving in war. 

B[ANI (Tel.). A land measure ; it 
varies in different places, but the 
standard is considered to be equal to 
57,600 sq.ft. 

■KANNI (Mai.).- A plot of land 
from eight to fourteen feet long 
and five to eight broad, set apart for 
evaporating or manufacturing salt : 

• a salt bed or pan. 

KANOONGO, see qANTJNGO. 

KANTHIRAYA pagoda, so called after 
the Mysore King Kanthirava Narasa, 
Baja (1638-69), who was the first of 
his line to establish a mint.

KARDAR (P. kar, work, business, and 
dar, holder, from . dashtan, hold).

KARGAH (P. kar, work, and gdh,

instrument supporting the web. 
ElARGAHI. A tax on looms. 

KARINDAH (P.). Agent, manager, 

KARKHANA (P. kar, work, and 

• khana, house, place). A workshop, 
a manufactory. 

KARKUN (P. kar, work, business, 
and kun from kardan, to do). Mana- 
ger, -writer, clerk. KAREHNI. Office 
of a karkun. 

BiARNAM (Tel.). A village account- 
ant. 

KASBA, see QASBAH. 

KATAKIS (Assamese). Native ser- 
vants who were employed for keep- 
ing up communication with the 
Nagas to whom they acted as inter- 
preters and supervisors. The term 
is usually applied to royal messen- 
gers and diplomatic agents of 
humble status. 

KATI (Karn.). An obsolete grain mea- 
sure in Mysore equal to 3200 rupees 
in weight. Also a measure of land 
containing 484 square feet. 

KATBINADAR (H.). An under- 
tenant, farmer or renter, 

KATTUBADI (Tel.). A subordinate 
village servant remunerated by rent- 
free land ; also fixed quit-rent. 

BLATUBAN (Mar.). A grant or tenure 
in perpetuity of barren or fallow 
lands for a fixed annual sum, not 
liable to increase ; also, the land so- 
held. 

KATJL, see QAUL. 

KAVALKAR (Tam. kaval, guarding^

KER-PATn (Mar. ker, refuse, rubbish, 
and patti, tax). A tax for main- 
taining public sweepers and sca- 
vengers. 

ICELADAR (H.). Low or alluvial 
lands of easy irrigation. 

EHADIM (At,). A domestic servant 
(male or female) ; a slave, a eunuch. 

KHAIRAT (Ar.). Charity, alms ; 
lands given in charitable endow- 
ments. 

KHAKI VAIRAGI (P. kJutk, dust, 
earth, ashes, and vairagi, q. v.). 
Hindu mendicant who smears his 
body Avith the ashes of burnt cow- 
dung. 

KHALARI (H.). A place • where 
salt is manufactured. 

KHALASI (At.). A sailor ; a tent- 
pitcher ; an artillery man. 

KHALISA (Ar. klialis, pure). Lands, 
the revenue of which remains the 
property of government and which 
are not made over in jagir or iiuim 
to any. Also oflice in which the 
revenue work of the Muhammadans 

- and early British Government was 
done. 

KHALISA SELARIFA (Ar. khalis, pure 
and sharif, noble, exalted). A term 
specially used • for the royal exche- 

' quer. 


KHAM (P.). Raw, unripe ; as a 
revenue term it means settlement 
made with the cultivators direct, 
without the intervention of a third 
person, the estate being managed 
by the officers of Government ; also 
gross revenue of a viUage. 

KHAM-BAQI (P. kliani, umipe, raw : 
gross revenue of a village, and Ar. 
haqi, balance, arrear). Collection of 
outstanding balance of gross revenue 
from the raiyats. Ki^M-TAHSIL 
(Ar. tahsil, collection). Collection 
of the revenue in gross from the 
cultivators direct by the revenue 
officers under 'the authority of the 
collector. 

KHAKABARI (P, Ichana and H- 
hari, both meaning house). A house 
uith grounds and outhouses attached 
to it ; a small patch of ground 
attached to a raiyat's hut to grow 
vegetables for his onm use, for which 
he is exempted from rent. 

KHANDANI ASHRA SHARIF (P. 

hluindan, family, Ar. ashr, ten or 
tenth, and sharif, sacred, noble, 
exalted). A ceremony performed on 
the tenth day of a family member’s 
death. 

KHAJNDI ' (Mar. from Skt kliand, 
a part, or portion). A measure of 
weight and capacity with varying 
values in different places, ordinarily 
equivalent to twenty local maunds. 

EHAKDNI (Mar.). Tribute, fine, an 
exaction ; a contribution levied 
from a village as revenue for the 
permanent power. 

KHANQAH (P. correctly, khanagah, 
Jcliana, house, and gah, place). A 
convent, a monastery for sufis or 
darvesJies. 

KHANSAMAN (P. khan, chief, master, 
and sarnan, household articles). A 
house steward. 

EHARAB LAIH) (Ar. khardb, ruined, 
deserted). Land incapable of culti- 
vation.' 
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KHARAJ (At.). Tribute, tax, reve- 
nue. KHA RA.TI. Subject to tribute 
or taxation. 

KHABDA (Mar,). A rough note, a 
memorandum, a draft. 

KHARIDA-MirAAFI (P. hharida, pur- 
chased, and Ar. muaafi, exemption). 
Lands claiming exemption from re- 
venue as having been bought under 
that condition. 

KHABIF (Ar.). Season of autumn ; 
the autumnal harvest ; the crops 
which are sown before the com- 
mencement of the rains, or in AprU- 
May, and reaped after their close, 
October-November. 

KHARIJ-JAMA (Ar. hharij, excluded, 
separated from, and jawza, collection). 
Detached or separated from the 
rental of the state, as lands exempt 
from rent, or of which the revenue 
has been assigned to individuals 
or institutions. 

KHAS (Ar.). Select ; as a revenue term 
it is applied to the management of 
estates and the collection of revenue 
by the officers of government, with- 
out any intermediate person between 
them and the cultivators. 

KHASBANDI (Mar,). Distribution 
of the lands of a village, without 
regard to contiguity, amongst certain 
families, and the assessment of each 
estate in the lump, without reference 
to measurement or rating. 

KHAS-MAHALS (Ar.). Districts held 
in the management of the govern- 
ment. 

RHASRA (H.). A field-book, es- 
pecially written record of the parti- 
culars of a rough map or plan of a 
village in which the fields are num- 
bered. 

KHA T (Assamese). Land recovered 
from wilderness, and thereby be- 
coming hereditary property of the

KHATAIJNl (from Mar. Ichatiyan, a 
ledger).

RATHI (H.). Aggregate of papers and 
proceedings relating to law suits ; 
a file or bundle of oflScial papers 
tied together. 

RATIAM (Tam.). A village, specially 
one inhabited by Sudras ; that part 
of the village lands on which houses 
of mirasiars are built. 

NATUWARI (Mai.). A governor, the 
headman of a village. 

NAU-ABAD (P. nau, new, fresh, 
and abad, populous, cultivated). 
Recently settled or cultivated land : 
in Chittagong, lands not included in 
any survey or assessment, and con- 
sidered to be at the disposal of the 
government, who may rent them to 
any one. 

NAZIM (At. nazm, order, arrange- 
ment).

VABUSTAH, see VYAVASTHA. 

VAHIVAT (Mar.). Administration, 
management ; also enjoyment, use. 
Loosely used for practice, routine. 

VAIRAGI (Skt vi, without, and 
passion, attachment). One who has 
forsaken all intercoirrse with the 
world, and meditates only on the 
diety and lives upon alms. The 
name is applied in particular to 
Vaishnavas. Li Assam the royal 
messengers were also termed as 
Vairagi or Bairagi. 

VAKALATNAMA (Ar. vaknht, agency, 
and P. namah, document). Power 
of attorney ; letter of authority. 

VALAT-DANIA (Guj.). A particular 
kind of mortgage ; money borrowed 
by mortgagmg the produce of land 
or other property : any fund pledged 
to repay the amount of a loan. 

VANTA (Mar.). A share, a part : a 
land held rent-free although much 
of it is offered to Government. 

VARAM (Tam.). A share of the crop 
or of the produce of a field, whether 
it be that of the cultivator or of 
the govermnent as landlord. 

VARAPU (Tel.). Dry weather, 
drought. 

VARG (Skt varga). A class, a tribe, 
a square, a multitude of similar 
persons or things. In Karnata, an 
ancestral hereditary estate. 

VARSHASAN (Mar. from Skt varslia, 
year and asana, food). An annual 
allowance or stipend. 

VASELA (Guj.). Fallow land left for 
[ ?. yc.r uncultivated. 






'VECHANIA- (Guj.). - Saleable, aipjpligd 
- to 'lands properly belonging to tbe 
state, but wbicb hare been sold by 
• tbe, patels and .have been excluded 
■ from the assessment.

VETH (Mar.' & Guj.). Labour, service 
exacted by government, or a person 
in power, •without paying for it ; 
■work without allowances. In 
Marathi veffi-hegar is ordinarily used 
as a compound word for forced 
labour. 

■‘VISABADI (Tel.), Land revenues 
levied in settled proportions on 
individual shareholders of a -village. 

TYAVASTHA (Skt vi, particularly, 
ava, covering, and stha, position). 
A -written opinion on points of law, 
■with citation of the original texts 
•on which it is based.

WABASTAGAN (P. plural of wabastah, 
related, depending on, from ivabastan, 
•to tie, to fasten). Dependants, 
adherents ; servants. 

'WAHIWAT, seeVAHIVAT. 

■WAKHARI (Mar. wahJiar, warehouse). 
The keeper of a warehouse or store- 
room. 

•WANTA, see VANTA. 

VSTAQP (Ar.). A bequest for religious 
•or charitable purposes, an endow- 
ment. WAQFNAMA (P. namah, 
a deed,), A deed of endo-wment. 

TVARISNAMA (Ar. waris, an heir, and 
P. namah, a deed). Document 
setting forth a claim to inheritance. 


WARKAS (Mar.). Common denomina- 
tion for inferior grains, for all 

"oxcept rice and the kinds of pulse. 
It is also applied to dry cultivation 
and to the lands: on which it is 
carried on. WARKAS-ZAMIN (P. 
zamin, land).- Land suited to the 
cultivation of inferior grains. - 

WARRAPUT, .see VARAPU. 

WASHjAT (Ar.). The proceeds of an 
estate ; the mesne profits of land. 

WASLA, seeVASELA. . 

WATAN (Ar.), Native place, home ; 
in Marathi any hereditary estate, 
office, privilege or property. 

WATANDAR (Ar. waian, native place, 
and P. dar, holder, from dashian, 
to hold). Amongst the Marathas 
the term stood for the holder of a 
hereditary right, property, or office, 
with the pri-vileges and emoluments 
■attached to it. 

WATANI-KHOT (Mar. from Ar. watah, 
native place, home, and Mar. hhot, 
a farmer of land revenue). A here- 
ditary farmer of land revenue. 

WAZIFA (Ar.). A pension, stipend ; 
a grant of land rent-free or at a 
quit rent, to pious persons ; also 
revenue collected at a fixed rate for a 
certain quantity of land. 

WIKALUTNAMAH, see VAKALAT- 
NAMA. 

WIRASATNAMA (Ar. wirasat, herit- 
age, and P. 'namah, a deed). A deed 
in proof of the distribution of inherit- 
• ed property or of being the legal 
heir of the deceased. 

WXJLTJTDUNIA, see VALAT-DANIA. 

WTJQF, see WAQF. 

WURSHASUN, see VARSHASAN. 

■WTJTTUN, see WATAN. 

WUTTDNEE-KHOTE, see WATANI-

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YAD (P.). Remembrance ; in Marathi, 
a memorandum, a note addressed to 
an equal on official subjects. 

YAITMIA (Ar. yaum, a day). A daily 
allowance, a pension, paid sometimes 
by deductions from the total amount 
of revenue assessment of a village, 
sometimes from general revenues. 
These pensions were granted in the 
earlier years of British rule for special 
services and were usually continued 
for several generations though a 
deduction was often made as each 
life terminated. YAXIMIADAR (P. 
dar, holder, from dasJitan, to hold). 
Recipient of a daily allowance.

ZABITAH (Ar.). A rule, a statute, a 
law established by practice or usage. 


ZABT (Ar.). Confiscation, sequestra- 
tion ; taking lands imder the manage- 
ment of the government officers. 

ZAMINDAE (P. zamin, land, and dar^ 
holder, from dashtan, to hold). A 
’land holder. ZAMINDARI. Office- 
of zamindar. ZAMINDABI SAEAD. 
Deed of grant by the Government of 
privilege or right to zamindars. 

ZILA (Ar,). A division, a district. 
ZIlADAB (P, dar, holder fronr 
dashtan, to hold). A provincial 
governor ; also an officer who pre- 
sides over the collection of a district. 
ZILADABI. The office of a ziladar^ 

ZIBAAT (Ar.). Agriculture, cultiva- 
tion, farming ; a cultivated farm or 
field. ZIBAATI. Arable land ; also- 
land subject to assessment. 

ZUFT, see ZABT. 
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
